Years will have their Effect, Gentlemen“. Upon 
this we all retired from him, fincerely pitying his 
Condition, and unanimouſly withing him welf at

Inc firft Symptoms that appear'd of this poor 
old Gentleman's being worn out and going into 
Decay, were his frequent Viſits at Caricatura Hall, 


where alt on a ſudden he took a ſtrange Turn and 


Fancy to fludy Painting, and was obſerved to gaze 
with uncommon Delight, and fometimes Tarif- 
port, on the many excellent Drawings with which 


that 
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that Place abounded, all of them taken from the 
Life, and highly finiſhed : He would ſtand pulling 
his Cheek, twirling his Head by the Hour together, 
and if any Friend came into the Room, was ſure 
to be very civil at the Time, and to /oll out his 
Tongue the Moment he was out of it, and often 
as ſoon as his Back was turned, eſpecially if there 
was another Perſon in Company: in ſhort, 
he was ſo great a Proficient and fo ſtrongly 
imbibed the true Caricatura Spirit, that he was of- 
ten miſtaken for the Maſter of the Houſe himſelf, 
univerſally acknowledged to be the compleateft 
and moſt perfect Caricatura of a Man of Quality in 
England. The County of Dereham were the firſt 


People that perceived this great Alteration in their 


old Friend, and gave him frequent Hints that his 
ſtrong Attachment to Caricatura Works would do 
him no good, but might probably turn his Head: 
He paid no Regard to their friendly Admonitions, 
nor would the Election of his Acquaintance the

It is alſo expected the 
Maſter of the Houſe will not be backward to aid

for the future Entertainment of his Company; and 
to preſerve the Memory of a Man who was fo 
very ſenſible; and ſo kind and uncommon a Friend 
as to give up his own Importance, and to become 
no- body for him, and all for the Sake cf a ſcarlet 
Coat turn'd up with black (the favourite. Colour 
of his Leader) which never ſat eaſy, and for the 
very great Honor of dancing the Norfc/k Jig 
after him in half the Towns in England.

He was not called of the Cockpit from any Incli- 
nation he had ever thewn to fighting of Cocks, an

T a Time when the Cry againſt General War- 
rants is propogated, to the prejudice of ſuch 
Gentlemen, as are ſaid to have voted for them, it 
may not be amiſs to have the. Reaſons which influ- 
enced the Conduct of thoſe Gentlemen on that Oc- 
caſion, publicly ſtated from the Debates of the 
Houſe of Commons, for the peruſal of every Man,

H E following Introduction contains chiefly 
T an Account of the Nomination, and ſome 
of the principal Circumſtances that were pro- 
ductive of many of the following Pieces, 2 
Knowledge of which it was preſum'd neceſſary 
to render them intelligible to the Reader. It 
is hop'd the Friends to a certain Party will have 
Candor enough not to cenſure it as partial; for 
though it be readily acknowledged that the op- 
poſite Party appears in the moſt favorable Light, 
and though it may ſeem, on that Account, to 
lean moſt towards that Side of the Queſtion, 
yet as nothing but Fas are related, and as 
moreover it would have been impoſſible to have 
given 2 true and impartial Account of them, 
without making that Party appear to the greateſt 
Advantage, it is imagined there can be no ju/# 
Ground for ſuch an Imputation. 


ON November 11th 1767, in conſequence of 
an Order made repeatedly public, a very great

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Eſqrs. (the preſent Members) with THoMAs BEr- 
voR, Eſq; of Hethel in Norfolk, offer'd themſelves 
as Candidates at the enſuing Election. 


Mr. B—-tv—x, attended by many Gentlemen, 
came to the Hall firſt; his Preſence produc'd 2 
very general Huzza in his Favor, and he walked, 
or ratier was carried by the Croud, ſeveral 
Times round it, amidft their loud Acclamations: 
Mr. H—RRB— p and Mr. Bac—v, attended 
by other Gentlemen, came about half an Hour 
after; their Entrance was render'd ſomewhat 
difficult by the great Croud preſſing with the 
moſt eager Haſte to get towards them, and 
ſhouting with the utmoſt Vehemence, H—rB—D 
and P—zv—R, and no Bac—N, no BACc—N ;* 
but after about half an Hour of ſuch Noiſe and 
Confuſion, the three Candidates got (though 
with much Trouble,) to the Gallery, (the Place 
from whence they were to addreſs the People,) 
where, after the Mayor had declared the Inten- 
tion and Purport of the Meeting, Mr. H--RB—D 
came forward firſt, which produc'd a Silence ſut- 
ficient to allow him in a ſhort Speech to tell lis 
Conttituents, ** That hoping his Conduct in Parlia- 
ment was approv'd of, he again offer'd his Services, 
and if he had the Honor of being re-elected, he would 
do all in his Power to promote the general good of this

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Kingdom, and the particular good of this City,” 

which was received with an Huzza of general 
Approbation. Mr. Bac ſtood forth next, 
and attempted to harangue the People, but the 
Moment he open'd his Mouth, was moſt effectu- 
ally prevented by the univerſal and loud Cry of 
no BAc—N,' &c. he made ſeveral Endeavors to 
do it, but with the like Succeſs, till at laft, find- 
ing it impracticable, he ſpoke a few Words with- 
out being heard, bow'd and retir'd: * which gave 
Room for Mr. B--sv--r to make his Appear- 
ance, and to deliver his Speech to the Croud; an 
Huzza greater, and more general, if potlible, 

than any before, ſaluted him, and H—RB—5 
and B=-y=R were ſtill the Subjects of it; a few 
Interruptions whilſt he was ſpeaking from the 
ſame Shout of a B— EV-R, &c. prevented him 
from” being heard ſo well as his Friends could 
have wiſh'd, but he was underſtood, upon the 
whole, as well as upon fuch an Occaſion, and 
before ſuch a vaſt Multitude of People, it was 
reaſonable to expect; the Purport of it was ſimi- 
lar to, though it was much longer than his Ad- 
vertiſement in the Norwich Mercury, the Saturday 
following. His Speech being ended, the fame 
Noiſe and Confuſion as before, All'd the Hall, 
from the continual cry of no Bac-x, &c. the 
Candidates came immediately from the Gallery, 
and Nothing further was done there. THus

Thus ended the Meeting at St. Andrew's Hall, 
but it not being thought by ſeveral Perſons a ſa- 


tisfactory one, another was immediately held upon 


the ſame Subject, at Huxx's Coffee Houſe, com- 
poſed of a few principal Gentlemen in the City, 
but the Impartiality which was profeſs'd in the Ad- 


vertiſement, and which the Publiſher would glad- 


ly preſerve, preventsany Account being given of 


what paſſed here, as alſo of the Tranſactions of the 


Remainder of this Day, and the two Days follow- 
ing, as they were of ſo intricate and at the ſame 


Time of ſo delicate a Nature, that it would be next 


to impoilible to ſpeak of them, without appearing 
to lean to one Side or the other, and conſequently 


without ſeeming to be in the Opinion of one of the 


Parties, very partial;—it is befides in ſome Mea- 
ſure unneceflary, as the Reader will find in the 
following Pages, a true and impartial Account of 
the Proceedings of thoſe Days: He ought, how- 
ever, to be told, that in a few Days after the Nomi- 
nation, a Junction took Place between Mr. H--r- 
B-—D and M. Ba—— vx, to the great Diflatis- 


faction of many Perſons in the Town, and to the

Worſhipful the M—Y—R ha- 
ving previouſly declared in a very impartial 
Speech the Occaſion of that Meeting, viz. to put 
in Nomination proper Perſons to repreſent this 
City and County at the next General Election, 
Mr. H-RB—p again offer'd his Services, and 
was received with great Applauſe; Mr. B-c-x 
offer'd his Services; after which Mr. B--v=-R in 
a like Manner offer'd his Services, and met with 
very great Encouragement.
